IMPROPER ASSOCIATE POWER OF ATTORNEY 



The above-identified application for patent term extension has been filed by a practitioner who is 
not of record. A power of attorney may only be signed by the applicant for patent or the assignee 
of the entire interest of the applicant (as provided for under 37 C.F.R. § 3.71(b)). Since the rules 
of practice permit a patent practitioner to act in a representative capacity, see 37 C.F.R. § 1.34, 
the present application for patent term extension is considered to have been filed by a practitioner 
acting in a representative capacity.

To make the record clear regarding this power of attorney issue, it is suggested that 
the assignee establish its ownership to prosecute the present patent term extension application in 
accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 3.71 with the filing of a 37 C.F.R. § 3.73(b) statement and a 
properly-signed power of attorney document. 

Applicant has ONE MONTH from the date of this letter in order to file a corrected power of 
attorney. Extensions of time under 37 CFR 1.136 are NOT available. Failure to respond will 
result in the application for patent term extension being processed with Mr. Jacobsen acting in a 
representative capacity in accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.34
